The Second National Republican Con- 


vention was called to meet at Chicago on 
Wednesday, the 16th of May, 1860, and 
Mr. Reward's friends regarded bis nomi- 
nation for President as certain. Tbe 
Illinois State Republican Convention met 
at Decator a fortnight previous. It was 
attended by tbe political friends of 
Abraham Lincoln, who had written urg- 
ing them to come, as he thought that if 
supported by tbe Illinois delegation he 
might secure the nomination. Few of 
them agreed with him, but they worked 
zealously for him, and elected three dele- 
gates at large—David Davis, Norman B. 
Judd and Stephen T. Logan. The other 
delegate. Orville H. Browning, was a 
Bates man, but Lincoln approved of his 
election, saying that Bates would have no 
show, and that wben Browning saw this, 
he would not only go over to him, but. 
would take some of his friends with him. 


Judge Davis had never attended a 


primary meeting or a caucus, much less a 
convention, but Lincoln prevailed upon 
him to go to Chicago and conduct his 
campaign. The Judge arrived on the 
scene of action the Saturday night pre- 
vious to the meeting of the 
convention. 


He found that the parlors at the hotels 
had r.ll been engaged, and he had to 
establish his headquarters in twq small 
rooms in the third story of the Tremont 
House. The outlook was not encourag-

from the pen of Prof. M. L. Hawley, of 
Gloucester, Mass., will prove profitable 
reading and be worth remembering by 
school directors and teachers: 


"As a general thing, good order is eas- 


ily maintained 
io our public schools. 


Special causes lead sometimes to tempo- 
rary disturbances, and corporal punish- 
ment is occasionally resorted to where 
milder means fail, but teachers are ex- 
pected to rely on other and better meth- 
ods of control. Where children are pro- 
perly trained at home, its use is seldom 
necessary in school. 
Parents sometimes 


thoughtlessly make it difficult for the 
teacher to avoid it by allowing their 
children to report regularly at home 
whatever happens in the schoolroom. 
In 


doing so they often, consciously or uncon- 
sciously, misrepresent the facts. 
The 


teacher is reported as punishing for some 
trivial matter, whereas the pupil is really 
disciplined for many and repeated acts of 
disobedience and general misconduct, 
often made more injurious to good order 
by defiant looks and insolent tones of 
voice than by the act itself. 
If the 


teacher is denounced in the hearing of the 
pupils on such one-sided reports, and 
threats of retaliation made if tliey are 
ever thus punished, the spirit of insubor- 
dination will be apt to spread, for child- 
ren never keep such things to themselves, 
and the teacher will soon find, to her 
surprise, that she has lost control of her

any discovery before the other. 
One 


morning the two met in the cars, when 
one said to the other, with an air of one 
who condescends to impart Valuable in- 
formation : "Do you know I have dis- 
covered tliat there are ten ways of spelling 
the name of Lincoln V "Nonsense," re- 
torted his rival with brisk conclasiveness, 
"there is only one way to spell it. All 
others aie the mere mistake* of ignor- 
ance, as every antiquarian could tell you." 


GAMBLING. 


It is reported from Philadelphia that 


Captain Jon ithan Green is cxpericncine 
he hardships of bitter poverty in his old 
age. 
His name is not at all familiar to 


this generation, but thirty or forty years 
ago he had a wide reputation as the "re- 
ormed gambler." 


In those days gambling was regarded 


)y all good people here as a peculiarly 
sinful practice, and, as moral reformers 
were then « ngaging much attention, the 
sudden coo version of Green from u pro- 
[euional gambler of note and his appear- 
ance afterwnrds as a lecturer and writer 
against the 'ice attracted the widest and 
deepest interest. 
Like Gough, Green 


attributed most o( the ills and sorrows of 
humanity to the indulgence he had given 
up, and 
h'j succeeded in working up 


among his audiences both hatred and 
terror ot gamblers and gambling. 


Yet In his day, as compared with the 


present, gambling was far more general. 
It w»s not by any means so common a 
vice as to justify the outcry made against 
it as a besetting sin of our people. 
But 


the gre»t majority of the religious com- 
munity looked on all games of chance as 
wicked, and cards were not allowed in 
the houses of the members of the most 
numerous religious denominations. Min- 
isters preaclied against them as the devil's 
playthings, nid a pious family was stricken 
with horror when its boys were caught at 
a surreptitious game of "old maid." 


The proiessional gamblers may have 


been more prosperous then than they are 


now, 
at lejst comparatively. 
Of late 


years the profits of gambling houses have 
not been « hat they once were. 
The po- 


lice interfere with the games, but the 
chief cause of the depression in the busi- 
ness hai been the rapid increase of private 
gambling, especially since the fascinating 
poker ciuii'i into fashion. 
Moreover a 


generation igo tlie amount of betting ol 
all kinds done in this country was insig- 
nificant. 
Horse races were few, and the 


religious public generally frowned upon 
them as disreputable. 
The many outdoor 


sports whi;h now invite betting were 
almost unknown then, and the number ol 
grown men who took part in even what i 
called our national game was small. 


Hut now gambling at cards and betting 


on all sorts of races and contests are get 
ting to be as common in the United States 
as they art- in England. 
We have two 


national games at this period—base ball 
and poker ; and, thanks to Gen. Sckenck, 
the second has found great numbers ol 
enthusiastic devotees even in Europe, 
where it commands favor as indisputably 
the most bewitching gambling game ever 
invented for men of intellect and force ol 
character. 
Nowadays, too, we find the 


whole country watching a walking match 
with deep onxiety, and a sparring mate! 
with hard "loves between contestants of 
celebrity diaws the largest throng which 
ever assembled in New York. 


Uesidos, during this last generation 


gambling 
lias been widely introduced 


into business, and men find opportunities 
for gratifying their gambling propensities 
in the Stock Exchange, the Produce Ex- 
change, the (Jotton Exchange, and in the 
Mining and Petroleum Boards. 
When 


Mr. Green was at the height of his celeb 
rity Wall street was in its infancy, and 
the selling of futures and tho making 
corners in the great staples of this coun- 
try were utterly unknown. 


Nor is this gambling confined to the 


brokers merely. 
One reason why Wall 


street is no.v depressed is the abser.ce of 
the great throng of outside speculators, 
made up of men in trade, clergymen, law- 
yers and capitalists, who had been wont 
to go there to try to increase their store 
by gambling in stocks or grain, cotton, 
mines or petroleum. 
They have either 


no money tn spare for such ventures, be- 
cause of the long business depression, or 
the shrinkage of values on the Exchanges 
during the last three years has cleaned 
out their margins and frightened them 
away. 
In (jood times, when trade is pros- 


perous and merchants are accumulating a 
surplus, a vory considerable part of their 
extra profits goes into Wall street gam- 


ins 
Moreover, we see among the 


gamblers very many conspicuous church 
members. 
The Hon. llussell Sage for 


instance, though a pious man, lias been 
one of the chief promoters of gambling. 
His chosen business PS a purely gambling 
one. 
And vet neither he or any others 


of the pious gamblers suffers ecclesiastical 
discipline because of their flagrant wick- 
edness. 


It is not surprising, therefore, that 


Captain Jonathan Green, the reformed 
gambler, ha, fallen into poverty and ob- 
scurity in tliese days. 
His occupation is 


;one in a time like this, when gambling 
lias become respectable, and is regarded 
as an entirely legitimate business by the 
most pious nnd devout church members. 


CHIMES, AND How THEY AKIS RUNG. 


Bells may ba rung tn two ways—first by 
swinging them with rope and wheel, and 
second by striking them either upon the 
nitside or inside with hammers, the bell 
itself being stationary. 
In England.the 


'orincr method of rope and wheel was al- 
most universally adopted, requiring a man 
Tor each bell. From this method we get 
lliat interesting and peculiarly English 
kind of ciiitne music known as the 
'changes,1' which gave England the name 
of the Hinging Island. 
In Belgium, 


however, the stationary method was used. 
Chimes plajed in this manner were rung 
l>y one person and were called carillons, 
because the Italian quadriglio, or quad- 
rille, "a dieary kind of dance music," 
was the first ever played upon them. 
To 


play upon carillons the performers used 
an instrument known as the "clavecin," 
a kind of roiii;li keyboard arranged in 
semitones 
Each key was connected by 


wire or rope with a hammer, which struck 
the bell when a sharp blow was given the 
key with a gloved fist. This machine was 
necessarily < xtremely crude at first; and 
since chimes have never been played half 
so well as in the days of this invention, it 
is all the greater wonder that the art ever 
jrogressed at all. 
Recently some great 


nasterpiecc'. in chime music have been 
Pound, which were composed and played 
at Louvain in the latter half of the last 
century, by :ho most skillful and wonder- 
ful chimer who ever lived, Matthias van 
len Gheyn. No one in Europe or Amer- 
ica can now be found who is able to play 
this music, which rivals in the depth and 
subtlety of its composition some of the 
Inest works of Bach, Mozart or Beetho- 
ven. Ilcneo tho inference is, that the 
art of playing carillons has sadly declined, 
with small prospect of ever recovering 
the lost ground. 


ORIGIN (IF '-TiiE DARK Housr.."— 


[t is generally supposed that the term 
dark horse"' is of American origin. But 


Thackeray used It in his "Adventures of 
Philip'.' before it became current in this 
country, and in exactly the sense that we 
employ it.' '-Well, bless my soul," Philip 
is made to say, referring to some myste- 
rious talk about a candidate for the 
House of Conmnns, "he can't mean me. 
Who is the dark horse he has in his 
stable ?"—Si. Louis Globe-Democrat.

LAVA FLOWB IN HAWAII 


We rode out on horseback to Rainbow 


Falls, a beautiful cascade and waterfall 
about two miles back ol the town (Hiloj, 
and then a mile or two further across to 
the lava flow of three years ago, which 
came so near destroying the town of 
Hilo. This flow came from the volcano 
of Mauna Loa, forty-five miles distant, 
breaking out of the side of the mountain, 
and pouring forth its tide of liquid fire 
and destruction for nine months. 
Dur- 


ing all this period the molten stream 
moved on slowly toward the Bay of Hilo, 
sometimes flowing scarcely perceptibly, 
and again at the rate of half a mile-a day. 
The flow varied in width from a quarter 
of a mile to a mile. 
When approaching 


tho town the stream divided, and swept 
on as if to encompass the entire village. 
The people were greatly alarmed, and 
went out in numbers daily to watch the 
progress of the devastating tide. 
Within 


a mile of town tho flow ceased, greatly to 
the 
delight of the inhabitants. 
We 


walked over the black swath as it lay 
there, twisted and gnarled into all sorts 
of fantastic shapes, and gathered some 
fine specimens to take home with us. 


Something about lava flows in general 


may not be amiss in this c mnection. In 
riding from Hilo to Honuapo, a distance 
of about sixty miles, we passed over lava 
beds the entire distance, some of them 
very ancient and covered with vegetation, 
and in other places of more recent for- 
mation, and without a trace of vegetable 
life. 
Lava in a melted state is as thin 


as water, and looks very much like molten 
iron. 
It 
cools very rapidly, forming, 


when flowing, a black, stony crust, bulg- 
ing up into double and twisted hummocks, 
and taking a great variety of shapes. 
Sometimes in cooling it takes tlie shape 
of coils of wire cable. 
The stream cools 


upon the top, bottom and sides, and the 
liquid lavn pushes on from the center of 
the mass. 
No obstacle turns it from its 


path. It runs up hill as well as down, 
turning neither to the right nor the left, 
the force behind pushing it forward as 
long as the supply lasts. 
Thus, the sur- 


face cooling, as we have said, the Hva 
runs as through a pipe. 
Some of these 


channels or pipes are twenty feet or more 
in diameter. 
Any change the source of 


the lava leaves a vacuum in the upper 
levels, which becomes so great at times 
as to pull in the top, thereby leaving the 
surface of the country covered, at inter- 
vals, with indentations and underground 
cavities 
In riding over the the surface, 


the sound of the horses' feet indicates 
frequent 
hollow places caused 
in the 


manner stated. 
These 
lava 'flows are 


piled one upon another with each suc- 
cecdiug eruption, in many places to a 
great depth. 
In addition to thn lava 


(Ions, they have here occasionally what 
is called an aa flow. It consists of soft 
volcanic rock, broken and piled up in 
Inconceivable roughness over the surface 
of tlie 
country. The rock has been 


broken out from the sides of the moun- 
tain, and borne down to the plain (in live 
crest of a lava flow We rode for miles 
along one of these tins the other dav, 
and then across it where a trail had been 
made. 
There were thousands of acres of 


it so rough that a goat could not travel 
it. It was intensified desolation.' 


Of the lava flow of 1881, toward Ililo, 


it is related as an actual fact that, as the 
lurid wave swept on toward the town, the 
religious people of the place held fre- 
quent meetings to invoke the Deity to 
interpose His mighty arm to avert the 
impending danger. 
The prayers of the 


people produced no perceptible effect— 
the 
wave swept on, and destruction 


seemed inevitable. Just when all hope 
was at an end, Iluth Kaiiokalani, a na- 
tive Princess of yentle blood, losing all 
faith in the Christian method of dealing 
with active volcanoes, concluded to try 
what virtue there was in the ancient 
practices of her fathers in that regard. 
She accordingly procured a pig, a white 
turkey and abottleof n,in,and proceeding 
to the lava flow, sacrificed the two former 
to the Goddess Pele and cast their bodies 
into firevflood. She followed suit with the 
bottle of gin. 
From that hour the red 


tide was stayed, and the danger wa^over. 
The old lady, we regret to say, received 
no credit for her timely influence with 
Pele. 
The arrest of the 
impending 


calamity is all chimed to this day by the 
other party. Such is the selfishness and 
ingratitude 
of humanity 1—Smi Jose

use it for philosophical illustration, and 
Cicero tuin to it for mental diversion, 
and Frederick the Great spend hours over 
it, but in later days such leaders of men 
as Lincoln and Garibaldi prized it highly; 
and it is said that, as his namesake's 
place in Itliaca was the scene of many 
checker contests, so General Grant used 
to "clean out the boys" at West Point at 
it, and indeed ascribes much of his mili- 
tary success to the training of the sixty- 
four squares.

of the dog an easel is attached, and the 
animal is so naturally painted that dogs 
going by on the street have been known 
to bark at the faithful likeness. 


Bonbonniere dogs are usually mastiffs 


or St. Barnard dogsof paper breed, whose 
beads come off, showing a hollow space 
within for the sweets. Probably more 
dogs have been manufactured this year 
than ever before, one reason being that 
children are almost invariably attracted 
to the pictorial dog, and a favorite card 
to give away is one with n group of pup- 
pies. 


Terra-cotta dogs for lawns and gardens 


are always in demand. An amusing case 
is recorded of a man who possessed a life 
"like animal of this pattern, upon whom 
lie was regularly taxed every year, the 
assessor having no doubt of the genuine- 
ness of tne dog.
